reduce costs in order to pleet all the roquirements of the sountry .

mit annual progress reports to the Tariff Board by 31,8t Junuary 
cvery year giving information regarding production , sale , stocks . 
costs of production and welling prices in the previous calendar 
Fear. Such reports should also include statement regardling the 
supply of raw materials and other factors that may havo u lenring 
on the efficiency of the industry . 
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2 . Government accept recommendations ( 1 ) and (2 ) . Steps will be taken 
to extend the period of protection up to the 31st March , 1952. 

8 . Government also accept in principle the other recommendations 2014 
appropriato action will be taken to implement them as far as possible . The
